fices. From this experience she has, 
more recently, been called by the 
Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion to head its industrial committee. 

The criticisms are just in their ap- 
plication to any number of girls, 
Mrs. January agreed, “but certainly 
mot to girls of any one class,"" she 
insisted. “You cannot separate girls 
fhto classes and say this fault is pe- 
eculiar to one group and that to an- 
ether. You cannot say that every 
to the - Junior 
League is actuated at all times and 
in all places by the motives of high, 
unsélfish endeavor to which ehe 
subscribes upon joining that group. 
Likewise, you cannot say certain 
virtues or faults are peculiar to all 
girls who work in factories. Each 
girl is a separate personality. To 
say that she is a Junior League girl 
or a factory girl, does not describe 
her personality. 

“You will find just as much va- 
riety, as many of all the virtues of 
courage, of capacity, of high en- 
Geavor, of initiative, of inventive- 
ness among a group of industrial 
girls as you will find in many groups 
whose advantages have been unlim- 
ited. They are just as plastic, just 
as capable of development, these 
girls who work with their hands. I 
could name a thousand instances of 
culture among them, girls who for 
gome compelling reason are bound 
to some monotonous task, but who 
have made amazing progress at edu- 
cating themselves. i discovered in 
one of my industrial girl friends 
whom I met at the Art Museum on 
a Sunday morning, the last time I 
was there, an unusual appreciation, 
knowledge and understanding of the 
exhibition then on view. She made 
me appreciate many of the some- 
what invelved and obscure beauties 
of the works that had escaped me.

were other girls 
sauntering about, university girls, 
possibly, chattering and giggling 
fussing with their ear puffs.” 

Aspiration for learning, apprec:a- 
tion of the arts, are not rare among 
working girls. On the other hand, 
the flapper exists in all grades of so- 
ciety. 

And it is the flapper who is cali- 
ing down the criticism, we agreed. 
What wonder her type strikes the 
casual observer as being far more 
general than it is, since the flapper 
does everything to make herself con- 
spicuous. 

“And yet. all these faults that are 
enumerated cannot be said to apply 
alone to the flapper, either,” re- 
marked Mrs. January, referring to 
the Elinor Glyn catalogue of criti- 
cisms. “The college girl may smoke 
a cigarette and at the same time be 
engaged upon something very ele- 
vating. It isn’t always fair to gen- 
eralize, but selecting the phase that 
appeals to me, I should say it is the 
grandmother of the flapper who is 
chiefly responsible for the develop- 
ment of this young animal Too 
many older women have lost their 
powers of responsibility, and it is 
the fault of the women who first let 
go of the old requirements in man- 
ners and customs. They may not 
have meant anything, the old airs 
and graces; they may have been dis- 
carded in favor of more sincere 
standards; nevertheless the formali- 
ties were safeguards against famil- 
iarity. And while there may be no 
evil in familiarity, customs of famil- 
fiarity do develop into evil where no 
evil is intended. I do not believe in 
the evil in these young things. Few 
of therm set out to be evil. The ma- 
jority of them know where to draw 
the line. But if it were not for all 
this famfliarity, the lack of chape- 
ronage, this pawing of each other, 
this apparent lack of restraint, 
there would be fewer occasions to 
draw the line. I think it deplorable 
that the old airs of courtesy and def- 
erence are abandoned.” 

Back of it all, going into the fun- 
damental causes, Mrs. January ob- 
served: ‘““The trouble is poverty of 
mind due to poverty of spirit. 

“We do not all of us know enough 
to enjoy the really good things of 
life. The good is not attractive, 


Meanwhile there 


whereas, as Phillips Brooks 
wrote long ago, ‘enjoying life is not 
a question of being too good, but of 
being not good enough. We like to 
seem sophisticated from knowing all 
about evil. We are not. We are 
passing through the butterfly stage. 
and are not yet arrived at the rea! 
life.’ *’ 

Mrs. January made two trips to 
Europe since the war, investigatin 
its effects upon conditions in indus- 
The flapper is another effect of 
the war, she observes “Women 
dared to do so many things they had 
not done before to help with the 
war,” said she. “So many women 
were suddenly detached from their 
homes or thrust into altogether 
strange environment, nd that has 
had to do with the getting away 
from old customs, and the produc- 
tion of this free, untrammeled crea- 
ture that we speak of. Then there is

has resulted in such a contest of ri- 
valry among young women. This is 
accountable for the clothes and 
makeup of the flapper. Each wom- 
an is trying to attract attention to 
herself. “Look at me,’ she virtually 
says, as she attempts to break the 
record in the shortness of her skirt, 
the wildness of her hair. And we 
are told our fashions really originate 
overseas.” 

There were these and many other 
contributing causes to all these ten- 
dencies that are undesirable in our 
young girls that she could enumer- 
ate, she said, but she went back to 
repeat and emphasize her assertion 
that it is the change of attitude 
among the older women, the surren- 
der of old requirements of deference 
and courtesy, that is chiefly account- 
able for the laxity that is to be de- 
plered.

THIRTY-SIXTH INSTALLMENT. 
HERE has never been‘’a public 
man in America with a pro- 
founder faith in popular gOV- 

ernment, or a stronger conviction 
that the bane of free government is 
secret bargaining among those am- 
bitious to trade public office for pri- 
vate benefits. Mr. Wilson could no 
more pay for political support from 
public offices than he could pay for 
it from the public treasury. He ab- 
hors all forms of political favoritism.

would inevitably be misunderstood,

Construction Cost Is. 
Placed at $1,350,000, Are 
Ready for Contracts. 


MAY CONDEMN ANY 
LAND FOR HIGHWAY 


Chairman Gary Points Out 
Routes Need Not Follow 
“Land Lines” — Would 
Start Work in All Counties.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7.—The | 
new State Highway Commission to- 


day will take up 38 road projects in- | 


volving $1,925,000. Twenty-four of 
these jobs, on which the construction 
cost is estimated at $1,350,000, are 
ready for contracts to be let. 

The other 14 are grading projects 
estimated to cost $575,000 and which 
are ready to be advertised, prior to) 
receiving bids. It is possible that 
some of the 24 will be held up for 
a time longer as Chairman Theodore 
Gary yesterday informed the other 
commissioners he believed the com- | 
mission should insist on what engi- 
neers term ‘100 per cent topograph- 
ical location.” of the routes of each 
road job not under contract, requir- 
ing re-engineering of that part of 
each stretch which does not measure 
up to this standard except where 
there valid reason for direct de- 
viation from it. 

Right of “Eminent Domain.” 

pointed out that under new 
the commission has the 
“eminent domain,” that is, 
condemn in court whatever 
needed for road route and 
no longer need follow “land 
lines’’ as has been done to a large 
extent heretofore. 

He said that roads “should follow 
the ridges where possible and when 
they go down into valleys, they 
should go over points of hills and not 
over the side hills,”” and that where 
possible roads instead of being sent 
through or over hills might be sent 
around them. Engineers of the de- 
partment said that a large portion of 
the projects engineered meet his re- 
quirements. 

The commission is not committed 
to this policy of re-engineering 
projects ready for contract or partly 
constructed, as some of the other 
commissioners are inclined to regard | 
the cost of suclBa proceeding as out 
of proportion to the results to be ob- 
tained. They look with favor, how- 
ever, on the policy as a guide for the 
future. Gary believes that by ob- 
taining the very best topographical 
location in the beginning and by 
holding down grades, even at the 
expense of higher initial costs, more 
than a compensating saving will be’ 
effected in decreasing maintenance. 

Gary Elected Chairman. 

The new commission yesterday 
elected Gary chairman, as had been 
forecast and named S. S. Connett of 
Faucett, Democrat, as vice chairman. 
Murray Carleton of St. Louis, Dem- 
ocrat, and Charles D. Matthews of 
Sikeston, Republican, the other two 
members, also were present.

SHALL BONDS BE TAXED? 
With the exception of a specific recommendation for 


the refunding of the allied debt, President Harding's 


message deals in generalities. He urges 4 permanent 


tariff bill, but beyond suggesting that it be elastic 


and that it be framed with a view to encouraging 


instead of killing foreign trade he offers no concrete 


plan. He wants a guarded American valuation 


| Clause. 
He suggests more tax revision and persistent econ- 


omy, but on the question of how he is vague. 

He touches one subject of vital interest—tax-free 
governmenta! securities, national, state and munici- 
pal—and clearly favors a constitutional amendment 
permitting the taxing of these securities on the ground 
that free from taxation they divert capital from in- 
dustrial and mercantile enterprises. 

We cannot see the force of Mr. Hardings reason- 
| ing. If capital had not been invested in Federal bonds 
during the war the war would have been lost; the 
United States would have been helpless. The Sale 
of Liberty and Victory bonds was an imperative ne- 
cessity and having been taken by the people to meet 
the dire necessity of the Government we cannot see 
wherein the patriotic act of the people supplies ground 
for the argument that governmental securities should 
be taxed. If they had been taxed during the war their 
sale would have been more difficult and the taxpayers 
would now be more heavily taxed to pay larger inter- 
est made necessary by the tax. 

If Federal bonds in the future are taxed, how will 
the next governmental emergency be met? The tax- 
payers, in the end, will pay the tax. 

The taxing of state and municipal bonds hereafter 
will make it more difficult for states and municipali- 
ties to issue bonds for needed improvements and the 
people will pay the bond taxes. It is merely an end- 
less chain. It is entirely possible that taxes levied 
by Congress on state and municipal bonds will pre- 
vent their issuance. 

The assumption that the money going into state and 


/ municipal bonds is wasted, or not used for purposes 


as important, at least, as industrial objects, is unten- 
able. It is used for needed public improvements, 
which supply employment and support industry and 
trade. 

The fact !s the present situation is the result of 
emergency that is not likely to 


hope never. As the huge war debt is paid the capital 
invested in it will be released. Laws passed now for 
the taxing of public securities will not affect the 
billions invested in Liberty Bonds, but may seriously 
affect future bond issues for ordinary governmental 
necessities. 

As the existing debt becomes less and war taxation 
diminishes, normal conditions wil] return. Industry 
and trade, by reason of their greater profit, will at- 
tract the capital they need. Would it not be unwise 
for us to permit a great emergency to lead us away 
from a needed safeguard against Federal encroach- 
ment upon the power of the states to issue bonds and 
control their own finances and those of their munict- 
palities? The power of taxation includes the power 
to confiscate and control finances. Are the states to 
be left no freedom of action? Are they to be utterly 
subordinated to Federal control, even in the matter 
of their financial necessities and operations’

The information came from Con- 
gressman Newton of St. Louis, chairman of the s0- 
called river bloc, an organization made up of repre- 
sentatives in Congress from the Mississippi Valley 


states. 
The budget commissioner, it seems, arrived at the 


lower figure by striking an average between the 
waterways appropriations for 1920 and 1921. He was’ 
unaware of the fact. however, that in both those 
years there was a large inexpended balance to the 
credit of this fund and that that balance would be 
exhausted by the time the pending appropriation is 
available. When informed of the situation the re- 
quested increase was graciously granted. 

There are other elements in the situation. There 
is the fact that Congressmen from the Great Lakes 
region no longer work in harmony with New England 
and other Eastern interests because of a division of 
sentiment as to the St. Lawrence River project. 
Further, the Great Lakes territory has awakened to 
the value of the Mississippi River’s development and 
the need of connection with that great artery. 

The decisive factor, however, in the persuasion of 
the budget commissioner may be found, perhaps, in 
the river bloc, in the solidarity of the valley states 
and the power inherent in this unity, That power, 
it was pleasantly explained, was sufficient to compel 
an increased appropriation and the determination to 
carry the fight to the floor of the House, if necessary, 
was clearly evidenced. 

An unusual interest attaches to this effort because 
of the prominence the bloc method of legislation is 
now enjoying. The Post-Dispatch has previously ob- 
served that the method is old, the name alone being 
new. The New England-Great Lakes combination was 
never described as a bloc, but that is what it was 
As such it obtained appropriations while the Missis- 
sipp! went empty handed. But now that the valley 
states have organized, as the Post-Dispatch has long 
advocated, ther command attention, or, in the cruder, 
more candid parlance, they “get the money.” 

It may be granted that such methods would be un- 
necessary if Congress as a whole could look out im- 
partially upon the entire country and prepare its al- 
lotments strictly on the basis of merit. Since that 
is a level of statesmanship remotely above the -ca- 
pacity of Congress, Representatives aligned by the 
mutual interests of their constituencies have organized 
into various units called blocs. 

In the memorable phrase of a former Presiden: 
such Representatives are “practical men.’ Moreover. 
in behalf of the members of the river bloc it may be 
said that in asking Government money for the Mis- 
sissippi they are serving the entire country. For ¢! 
Mississippi, fully developed and operating, will be 
national transportation system which will bestow it< 
benefits to New England and the Pacific states as 
well as to the valley.

Freddie is one of the most in- 
teresting golf etars of the coun- 
try. I last saw Freddie—the wee 
bit o’ Bcotch”’—last summer at the 
National open in Washington, 
where hé is professiona)] at the Co- 
lumbia Country Club, at Chevy 
Chase. My personal acquaintance 
with him began when he was em- 
ployed at Midlothian, but his rep- 
utation had preceded him. He is 
only 6 feet 6 inches in height and 
weighs but 128 pounds. The dis- 
tance and rhythm of his shots 
come as a surprise, when one con- 
siders the slight figure that pro- 
vides the energy for them. His re- 
markable success ought to be a 
great encouragement to all men 
who fear they are lacking in the 
strength necessary to good golf. 

Grew Up as Golfer. 

Freddie was born in North Ber- 
wick, Scotland, tn 1882. Perhaps 
it was the soundness of his early 
training in North Berwick § that 
accounted for his early success in 
this country.

His professional engage- 
ments were, among others, et 
Rockford, IL; Midlothian, Ch 
go, San Antonio, St. Louis and New 
Orleans. ; 

Freddie McLeod has a remarte 
ably low, cut shot that only he of 
all the “pros” seems to be able te * 
make work. Perhaps the others 
are afraid, for it requires bold and 
accurate hitting, and the slightest 
miss means a world of trouble 
heard him say at Baltusrol that he 
had not been off the course on6és 
in 72 holes. Aye, mon; Freddie 
McLeod is a grand little player. 
And now he proposes to lay tour- 
nament golf aside.
